Hay it please your Excellency, 


I have the honour to submit to your Excellency the accompanying tables, relating to 
the produce of the crops in Ireland in the year 1899, this duty devolving on me owing 
to the lamented death of Doctor Thomas W. Grimshaw, the Registrar-General. 

The tables showing the acreage under crops laid before your Excellency, in August 
last, have been carefully revised, and the figures regarding this subject contained in 
the present Report are as correct as such statistics can reasonably be expected to be. 

It is expected that all the available details regarding agriculture in Ireland in 1899 
will be fully arranged and submitted to your Excellency early in the present year in the 
annual detailed Report on Agricultural Statistics. 

Comparing the extents under the chief cereal crops in 1899 with those for 1898, we 
find an increase of 11,457 statute acres, or 7 ' 3 per cent., in barley ; a decrease of 932 
acres, or 1*8 per cent., in wheat ; a decrease of 29,823 acres, or 2 - 6 per cent., in oats; 
and a decrease of 276 acres, or 2*2 per cent, under rye. In green crops, potatoes 
decreased by 1,950 acres, or 0'3 per cent. ; turnips decreased by 5,480 acres, or 1'8 per 
cent.; and mangel wurzel and beet root increased by 6,759 acres, or 12- 1 per cent. In 
other crops — flax increased by 520 acres, or 1 ‘5 per cent. ; the area for hay from 
clover, sainfoin, and grasses under rotation decreased by 27,877 acres, or 4*3 per cent. ; 
and the area for hay from permanent pasture or grass not broken up in rotation, 
decreased by 27,686 acres, or 1*8 per cent. 

Compared with the average acreage for the 10 years 1889-1898, mangel wurzel 
and beet root show an increase of 11,635 acres, or 22 - 8 per cent. ; but each of the 
other chief crops exhibits a decrease in the extent devoted to it, the decrease in wheat 
being 9,862 acres, or 16'0 per cent.,- in oats 79,988 acres, or 6’6 per cent., in barley 
3,286 acres, or 1*9 per cent., in rye 1,186 acres, or 8'9 per cent., in potatoes 68,131 
acres, or 87 per cent., in turnips 3,131 acres, or 1*0 per cent., in flax 42,200 acres, or 
547 per cent., in clover, sainfoin, and grasses under rotation, 14,316 acres, or 2 - 2 per 
cent., and in the area for hay from permanent pasture, or grass not broken up in 


rotation, 24,884 acres, or 1'6 per cent. 

Coming to the question of the rates of produce of the crops, we find that the average 
yield per acre of almost all of the principal crops in 1899 was less than that for 1898, 
and above the corresponding mean rate for the 10 years 1889-98. Dealing first with the 
yield per acre as compared with that for 1898 the rate for wheat fell from 18 8 to 
17-9 cwts. ; that for oats from 16*0 to 15 l 8 cwts. ; for barley from 18*9 to 1 8’0 cwts. ; 
for potatoes from 4-4 to 4‘2 tons; for turnips from 16*8 to 14‘3 tons; for mangel 
wurzel and beet root from 18'0 to 17-‘0 tons ; for hay from clover, sainfoin, and grasses 
under rotation from 2-3 to 2'2 tons ; and -for hay from permanent pasture or grass not 
broken up in rotation from 2‘5 to 2 '4 tons ; while the rate for flax rose from 312 stones 
to 327 ; and that for rye was the same in both years. 

Comparing the average yield per acre in 1899 with the mean yield for the 10 years 
1889-98, we find the following increases in 1899 Wheat from 16'4 to 17'9 cwts.,

oats from 14-9 to 15'8-cwts., barley from 17-1 to, 18'0 cwts., here from 13-4 to 14-8 
„ts rye from 12'6 to 12*9 cwts., potatoes from 3'G to 4:2 tons .(an increase of over 
16 per cent), mangel wurzel from 15*1 to 17*0 tons, flax from 28'3 to 32-7 stones (an 
increase of 15-5 per cent.), hay from clover, sainfoin, and grasses under rotation from 
2’1 to"” 2’2 tons, and hay from permanent pasture or grass not broken up in rotation 
from 2-2 to 2'4 tons. There is a decrease in the turnip rate from 14 -5 to 14-3 tons. 

The total estimated produce of wheat in 1899 was 927,452 cwts., being &7 per cent, 
under the produce for the preceding year, and 8 ‘2 per cent, under the average for 
the ten years 1S89-98 ; the total quantity of oats was 17,895,880 cwts., being 4 -2 per 
cent, below the produce in 1898, and-l;2 per cent, below the. average for the ten years 
1889-98; the quantity of barley was 3,040,083 cwts., being 2'0 per cent, above the 
produce ’in 1898, and 2'6 per cent, above the average for the ten years 18S9-9S ; 
bere yielded 3,090 cwts., against 2,027 cwts. in 1898, and an average of 3,740 cwts. 
for the ten years 1889-98 ; and the produce of rye was 155,738 cwts., being 1*4 per 
cent, below that for the preceding year, and 7’1 per cent, below the average for the 
ten years 1889-98. 

The total produce of potatoes was 2,760,287 tons, being 6'2 per cent, below 
the yield in 1898, and an increase equivalent to 6 - 9 per cent. as. compared with 
the average produce for the ten years 1889—98. The turnip crop was 4,309,053 tons, 
being I6'5 per cent under the produce in 1898, and 27 per cent, below the average for 
the ten years 1889-98 ; and the total ' quantity of mangel wUrzel and beet root was 
1,065,961 tons, being 5 ‘6 per cent, more than in 1898, and 37 ‘8 per cent, over the 
average for the ten years 1889-98. 

The yield of flax was 7,158 tons, being 6'5 per cent, over the produce 
in 189S, but 47'5 per cent, below the average quantity for the ten years 1889-98. 

The produce of hay from clover, sainfoin, and grasses under rotation was 
1,362,569 tons, showing a decrease equal to 10 - 8 per cent, as compared with the 
quantity in 1898, and the quantity of hay from permanent pasture, and grass not 
broken up in rotation was 3,513,226 tons, being 6 ‘3 per cent, under the quantity of 
such produce in 1898. The aggregate quantity of hay under both headings 
(4,875,795 tons) is 401,828 tons (or 7'6 percent.) under that for 1898, but shows an 
increase equivalent to 2/1 per cent, as compared with the average produce for the ten 
years 1889-98.

POTATO CROP. 

In 1830 a Special Return to Parliament was made as to the acreage under each variety- 
of potato, their yield, and their liability to disease at that time. 

Since that period an annual return has been made of the acreage and yield . of each 
variety of potato in Ireland, which has been published as part of the Agricultural 
Statistics ; that for 1899 will be found in Table V., on page 20. 

As already stated, the acreage under potatoes in Ireland in 1899 was 662,914,. 
as compared with 664,864 in the year 1898, showing a decrease of 1,950 acres. 

The acreage under each of the principal varieties of potatoes planted in 1899, with 
the percentage to the total, is shown in the following statement : —

The main feature observable in the foregoing statement is that 68'0 per cent, of the 
acreage under the potato crop in Ireland consists of Champions, leaving only 32 '0 
per cent, for all other varieties — the percentage of some of these being so small as 
to be barely appreciable when put into figures. 

The “Champion” potato was first introduced in quantity into Ireland in the year 1 880, 
after the failure of the potato- crop in 1879. Since that year it has constituted the 
main potato crop of the country, as shown by the following statement, from which, 
however, it will also be observed that., since the year 1891, the proportion under 
Champions shows a gradual decline from 79'7 per cent, in 1891 to G8'0 per cent, last 
year.
